Capital Plus Science 


The Calgary Herald sees a prospect 
that more than $11,000,000 will be spent 
this year drilling oil wells in Alberta.

Those 
who are staking money on further pro- 
duction are not investing to meet an im- 
mediately available demand, but for a 
market at present beyond reach. To earn 
dividends the oil will have to be sold in 
eastern Canada or piped tc the Pacific 
coast, 

But in face of that known difficulty, 
twenty-four wells are now being drilled in 
Turner Valley and “wild cat” test-holes 
are being bored in many other areas 
where oil is believed, but not known, to 
exist in paying quantities. This would 
not be done if those behind the operations 
had not strong faith in the immensity of 
the still untapped oil deposits. They are 
putting up their money for the definite 
purpose of expanding production out of 
all relation to the demand in western Can- 
ada, and so making the construction of a 
pipeline feasible as a business proposition. 

This faith is not based on hearsay, 
hopes and “hunches,” but on the judg- 
ment of geologists and engineers. Scien- 
tific knowledge, not speculative impulse, 
is now the guiding force in the quest for 
oil and more oil. 


Peace-Time Munitions Plants 


British concerns engaged in what are 
called the heavy industries are said to 
have been linked together in a plan by 
which their plants could be put on a war- 
time footing in 24 hours, automobile fac- 
tories turning to the building of airplanes, 
and other works to the producing of 
specified kinds of war requirements. This 
apparently is what Lord Baldwin meant 
when he urged the “mobilization of Brit- 
ish industry’ some weeks ago. The effect 
is that factories ordinarily producing 
goods for peace-time consumption will be 
translated into munitions-factories almost 
over night if occasion demands 

Canadian readers wil! find this inter- 
esting because we are Just now facing the 
question of whether Canada’s defence 
equipment is to be constructed in Govern- 
ment factories or in private plants. It is 
preferable for several reasons that muni- 
tions should be produced in Government 
shops only. But here enters the consider- 
ation that such shops would have to be 
maintained as munitions - works continu- 
ously, or the investment left idle and 
useless except when a “war scare’ was 
present. 

Other countries, more experienced in 
such matters, have found it cheaper to 
divert industrial plants from ordinary 
production to munitions work when ocea- 
sion requires. The advantage is that the 
plants are never idle; and when not re- 
quired for munitions production they are 
self-supporting and steady employers of 
the skilled labor that is needed when 
munitions have to be made. If it is 
cheaper for Britain to mobilize and use 
private plants when it needs war supplies, 
perhaps that would be cheaper for Canada 
also.

Too Good to Miss 


The town of Grande Prairie last year 
installed a water and sewer system, fi- 
nancing the undertaking by a loan of 2 
per cent money from the Dominion under 
the self-liquidating improvements plan. 
The ratepayers have approved their coun- 
cil securing another loan of equal amount 
with which to extend the system. 

Grande Prairie is said to have been the 
only town in the province to obtain one 
of the cheap loans last year — the other 
loans being secured by the cities. It is 
setting a good example to the other 
mpdium - sized centres. Two per cent 
money for municipal improvements — or 
any other purposes—has not been heard 
of in Alberta before. It presents every 
community larger than a hamlet with the 
opportunity to secure modern conven- 
iences at a low overhead cost, and to thus 
supply the services to its residents at 
reasonable rates. 

Aside from this immediate advantage, 
the greater the demand for these loans 
the more likely it will be that 2 per cent 
money will be available indefinitely for 
municipal undertakings. If Ottawa were 
given the impression that cheap loans 
were of no great interest to municipalities, 
there would be little point in continuing 
to offer them. 

A broad demand for the loans is the 
most convincing way to show that these 
are meeting a real public need, and the 
surest way to make 2 per cent money for 
municipal improvements a permanent 
feature of Dominion financial policy. The 
chance is too good to miss.

The Dark Age 


It is announced from Tokyo that Japan is 
planning to spend at the rate of $4,000,000 a day 
for its war in China during the fiscal year be- 
ginning March 31. Four millions a day will go 
into blasting cities and countryside and human 
lives to pieces, 

It was announced the other day that Great 
Britain's latest launched battleship, the King 
George V, cost $40,000,000. This is a mere item 
in Britain's armament program of today. 

Never has the world been presented with 
more painful illustration of funds appropriated 
for purposes of destruction. People af some time 
in the future may agree that this present era was 
the real “Dark Age” in the world’s history. It 
has all the earmarks of it in its emphasis upon 
things that are the very opposite of constructive 
and helpful.—Regina Leader-Post. 


Public Interest Needed 


The nebulous character of Mr. Herridge’s 
program and his belief in the great possibilities 
of monetary reform have prevented his securing 
any great following as the result of his public 
addresses throughout the country in the last few 
years. 


One of the reasons which he gives for the new 
movement is the danger of the formation of a 
national, fascist perty to take control of the 
country. There is no doubt that there are people 
who would like to form a national government 
to carry out certain policies that are dear to 
them. But there is entire lack of evidence that 
this is politically possible through the Canadian 
people being ready to consent to it. If in a crisis 
a national government were formed, it could not 
usurp authority to do things for which it had no 
mandate, without sacrificing its support in the 
country. 

Canadians must recognize, however, that 
while it is a privilege and an advantage to live 
under a democratic system, they must make the 
system work. They must face changing condi- 
tions in an intelligent, practical way. The old 
parties can retain confidence only by doing their 
utmost for the welfare of the country, and it is 
for supporters of all parties to remember that 
their country should come before party. 

Canadians may be tested in these matters more 
severely in the future than they have ever been 
in the past, but intelligent public interest on a 
wider scale should remove any danger to our 
democratic government.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


Canada Versus Australia 


By Thomas Bradshaw, President Toronto 
General Trusts Corporation 

As the course pursued in Australia has been 
extolled in comparison with that followed in 
Canada, it will be interesting to note the present 
day credit of the two countries as ¢xemplified in 
the market prices at home and in London and 
New York of their securities. In London, Aus- 
tralian 34%4% bonds payable in 1961 (callable in 
1951) are selling to yield 4.32%. In contrast, 
Canada’s 344% 
1958) are selling to yield 3.34%—almost 1% less 
in interest yield. ; 

In New York Australian 442% bonds payable 
in 1956 are selling to yield 4.80%. In contrast, 
Canadian National (guaranteed by the Dom- 
inion) 4%% payable in 1956 are selling to yield 
3.34% —almost 142% less in interest yield. 

In Australia in December, 1938, an internal 
conversion loan, having a coupon interest rate 
of three and seven-eighths per cent., for 14-16 
years, was offered at par. In contrast, in Can- 
ada the recent Canadian National Railways 
(guaranteed by the Dominion) carrying a 3% 
interest coupon was offered at 971% or at a price 
to yield 3.19%, or two-thirds of 1% less in in- 
terest yield. 

The foregoing clearly indicates. no matter 
whether in London, New York or at home, that 
Canada’s credit, as judged by the prices of her 
public securities, is immeasurably superior to 
that of Australia. This statement is not made to 
minimize Australia’s position but merely to cor- 
rect fallacies still abroad in our own country. 


Confidence in Canada 


Whatever may be brewing in Europe or 
whatever may be going on across the Pacific, 
Canada remains the most favored land in the 
entire world. 

We say it without pharisaical complacence 
that no country on this earth has been more gen- 
erously endowed by nature than ours. Not one 
has a happier situation. None possesses a brighter 
future. 

The people of Canada not only have a health- 
ful climate and a variety of climates, but live in 
a territory that is singularly free of those con- 
vulsions of nature, such as earthquakes and 
hurricanes and floods, that harass the peoples of 
other countries. 

No menace exists on any of our boundaries. 
The Pacific separates us from troublesome Asia. 
The Atlantic affords a wholesome breathing spell 
between our shores and Europe. To the south 
is a nation of friendly and neighborly instincts 
with which we are on better terms than we have 
ever been in our previous history. 

Canada has the most productive soil in the 
world. She has mines and forests and fisheries 
that are unsurpassed. And she has the water 
power and the facilities for transforming her 
raw materials into manufactured products to 
an almost unlimited extent. 

Canada, then, is rich, so rich that her people, 
being close to their wealth, do not fully appre- 
ciate it 

The world has been passing, as everyone 
knows, through difficult times. And Canada, 
along with other nations, has had to undertake 
extraordinary expenditures to meet the demands 
of this transition period. In fact, this country 
has added several millions to her debt in this 
process. But this debt is now owing largely to 
her own people and at fairly favorable rates of 
interest 

These things need cause no worry. We have 
assets in natura! resources, in citizenship and in 
industry which ensure a complete economic re- 
covery for Canada at the earliest possible 
moment 

It is important that all these facts should be 
known to our people because confidence in Can- 
ada is the lifebleod of Canada and no one who 
really knows Canada can fail to have confidence 
in her future—Vancouver Sun.

Austin, British finalist in last year’s Wimbledon 
tennis championship. This introspective idealist, 
dramatist, poet and Cambridge graduate has 
been deeply moved by the events that led Bri- 
tain to the edge of war. For the past few months 
he has been leading a movement for “moral 
rearmament” and has prepared a widely-circu- 
lated pamphlet on the subject. In it he tells of 
his father’s wish that he should follow a sport 
career, of the thrill of victories at Wimbledon 
and Paris; then the horror of realizing the wast- 
age and wickedness of war. 

“I felt,” he says, “there must be some aim to 
go for, which would have all the adventure and 
comradeship of war without the wastage; some 
aim which would give my whole life meaning; 
some cause by which the youth of Britain could 
create a new chivalry in the, world.” 

So “Bunny” Austin set out to preach the 
gospel of moral rearmament, to make friends, to 
show that by right living fear and hate and greed 
can be abolished, in the hope that nations may 
be led to do likewise, 

Il Duce has made answer. If playing tennis 
can bring a splendid young athlete to this state 
of demoralization where he believes that love 
can cast out hate, then he is going to put his 
players in uniforms, allow none but tried and 
true Fascists to act as umpires, and forbid his 
players to shake hands with their opponents “to 
avoid the weed of intimacy which for too long 
has infested lawn tennis courts.” 


Like father, like son. Young Vittoria Musso- 
lini, who has a job in the propaganda depart- 
ment, has forbidden reviews of moving pictures 
in the Italian controlled press.

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English Woman Explains 
New Outlook On For- 
eign Affairs 


GRANDE PRAIRIE, March 9— 
“We ought never to interfere in 
Europe unless we are prepared for 
@ world war", declared Miss Alice 
Johnson, lecturer of Bonar Law 
College of Ashbridge, England, 
speaking under the auspices of the 
Canadian Club on the British point 
of view on foreign affairs at a Can- 
adian Club dinner here Tuesday 
Right. 

“It is inconsistent to preach dis- 
armament and interference at the 
same time,” she said. 


Since the World War the British 
attitude to foreign affairs has under- 
gone a tremendous change, the 
speaker said, for now the possibil- 
ity of war must enter into the 
thoughts and plans of the people of 
Britain not only daily but hourly. 
“This policy of nations reaching out 
and taking what they want has 
really been going on ever since the 
war only most of us were not con- 
scious of this until the fall of Man- 
churia and Abyssinia,” she stated. 


LEAGUE HAS FAILED 


The League of Nations in which 
itain and a few other countries 
such faith, failed to function be- 
Cause too hurriedly formed and 
linked too closely with the Treaty 
of Versailles which was strongly 
nationalistic, Miss Johnson said. 
Parliamentary government was es- 
tablished in uniform countries which 
were not ready for it at all, these 
failures led naturally to the rise of 
dictators and their policy towards 
minorities which democracies find 
so hard to understand. 

Policies advocated in Britain now 
range from the old idea of splendid 
isolation, the old powerful alliances 
and the regional pacts with smaller 
nations all of which are wrong. Col- 
lective security sounds ideal for the 
future but is impracticable today. 


BRITAIN MUST FIGHT 


Britain must fight for her close 
neighbors the British Empire and 
its protectorates and civil and re- 
ligious liberties if she is to continue 
as a democracy, Miss Johnson said.

In yesterday's article I explained 
some of the effects of massage 
upon the nervous system. In its ef- 
fect upon the muscles, massage is 
capable of removing the products 
of fatigue from muscle tissue. This 
is the reason why the tired patient 
who has been over-exercising will 
find massage produces such a re- 
freshing and reinvigorating effect. 

When a muscle is being actively 
used, it produces lactic acid and) 
the accumulation of this acid causes 
tiredness. Massage, by removing the 
acid also removes the feeling of 
fatigue. Weakened and_ flabby 
muscles are also capable of being 
returned to normal by massage. 

The success of massage Mmanipu- 
lations in the treatment of such 
conditions as infantile paralysis, 
other forms’ of paralysis, arthritis, 
and muscular wasting due to pro- 
longed illness, depends upon this 
toning effect.

West cannot 
be greatly blamed for doubling and 
South’s redouble speaks for itself. 

In the play of the hand South 
paid tremendous attention to the 
two doubles that had taken place. 
When West opened the eight of 
clubs declarer immediately, placed 
East with great length in the suit, 
either six or seven, and predicated 
his play on that supposition, as well 
as on the equaily sound one that 
West had long trumps. The opening 
lead was ruffed with the diamond 
four and the diamond ace was cash- 
ed. A low heart was led to the 
queen and a second club was ruffed 
with the diamond five. A low spade 
to the ace was followed by a third 
club lead, which was ruffed with 
declarer’s last trump, the jack. Now, 
although declarer had used all of 
his own trumps and had reason to 
believe that West. still had three, 
he was really in excellent shape. He 
cashed the ace and king of hearts, 
discarding dummy’s last clup, then 
led the heart jack. 

With five cards remaining in all 
hands this was the position: South 
held the K-J-8 of spades and the 
J-7 of hearts. West had the Q-10 of 
spades and the Q-10-7 of diamonds. 
Dummy’'s holding was the 7-4 of 
spades and the K-9-8 of diamonds, 
East did not figure in the battle. Ac- 
tually, what West did at this point 
did not matter a great deal—he could 
take only one trick. As it happen- 
ed, he chose to ruff in with the 
seven of trumps.

E. Brown and 
adopted by the committee, is the 
proposal that commissioners ask the | 
province to exchange city owned 
Alberta bonds for province-owned 
city bonds. This was suggested as 
a condition on which the city might 
consider the credit branch voucher 
proposal.
